ANARCHISM 


Anarchy champions individual competition in every department of life, which doctrine it persistently 
follows into chaos. 

Socialism stands for cori)peration, made almost compulsory by conditions and majority rule. 

Anarchy advocates free everything, no rule in anything, neither t majority nor by ni'nonty. With 
anarchists the indit luual is everything, and the state is nothing. 

“Every man," say they, "has a natural right to do whatsoever he wills, provided that in the doing 
thereof he infringes not the equal freedom of any other man." 

Precisely, and the trouble begins in deciding where the rights of the one man end, and where the 
rights of the other fellow begin. The opinions of different men differ on such subjects. 

The opinions of each man is apt to vary as his interests vary from the interests of others, but 
anarchy would furnish no court of appeal, and so the settlement of all disputes would be a matter for 
personal arrangement between the disputants—posssibly in the ancient "might is right" fashion. 

-In a hundred other ways anarchy appears to break down as soon as you begin to work it out on 
paper.

Even I'oads* might tni privately constructed and maintained by a rerterslon to the toll system, but 
how could the streets of a city be made regular or be evenly maintained? Anarchists for that and other 
purposes would be compelled to make some provision for a common fund, collected as a tax, and dis¬ 
bursed as the MAJORITY decided. 

This would end inarchy, for it would mean a rule and compulsion of some sort. And having admit¬ 
ted the principle of a rule, of compulsion, the advocacy of philosophic anarchy falls to the ground.

Now the state of Kansas runs 
a coal mine ar its penitentiary at 
I^inainf, employing a large number 
of the prisoners as miners. During 
the last 20 years there has not been 
onswerious accident at the state peni¬ 
tentiary mine, the prisoners get three 
meals every day, they hare Sundays 
and holidays off, none o< them being 
left to starve. Brewer therefore 
points out that if the miners would 
enjoy safe conditions and steady work 
they must commit some crime to get 
into the state penitentiary and-get a 
Job in the state's coal mine where no 
one is killed.

..'lOkWaw of the/.Vi t that ••v*eral Ver* 
mont clergymen, prlncitially of the 
Roman Catholic church, have bU> 
tarly aaaalted the Kiirlaliat inovaroent. 
charging that it la hoiffTl* to religion 
and aubveralve to rellgloua belief, the 
atate convention of the Hoclallat party 
of Vermont haa addressed this plain 
statement of Ua position to all cltlBens 
of religious belief and atnUatloo, lire- 
■pectlvtt of creed: ' 

The aim of rhe BdclalUt party la to 
organise the wage workers and farm* 
em of America In a great political 
movement Jot the a4>le purpose of 
bringing anout the rolloctlve owner* 
ship of thotfe means of production and 
exchange which are at present used 
by the few to exploit the many. Only 
by thU means, we belelve. will It be 
/ possible to put an end to those condl* 
tlOQB Ahlch are reeponslbi* for the 
existing social unrest—'Condltlona 
vThlch hla eminence. Cardinal Gibbons, 
has recently declared to be analogous 
to (hose which led to the downfall of 
the Homan empire. 

Beyond this political and economic 
effort to bring about the social own* 
ershlp and control of the*neceMltlea 
of oocial life, restricting piiv’ste prop¬ 
erty to thote thing* which Individuals 
can use and own with advantage to 
themaelvea and without dlmdrantage 
to others, the Bociallat party has no 
program or atm. In particular, it haa 
nothing whatever to do with matteis 
<7f religious belief, worship or organi¬ 
sation. 

In compion with th»* Foclallats of 
every country, the Boclnllst party of 
the I’nlted Skates has declare^l rotlglun 
to be “a prU'ate matter." The mean¬ 
ing of this declaration Is self evident 
to all who possess "understanding

aclencewith which the mate or polit¬ 
ical parties within tip* et.ite can have 
nothing to do. Therefore, the Forisl 


basic principles of American democ¬

Proceeding logically from thl* car¬ 
dinal principle, the Bociallat party does 
not concern Itself with the religious 
views or amilatlons of Its members.

PROTECTION. 

That was what the National Manu¬ 
facturers’ association had been vain¬ 
ly trying to get them to du before. 

And out of thi9 panic of the em¬ 
ploying class, and the enormously 
Increased strength and Influ^ce of 
the National MunufnetunTs’ Associa¬ 
tion. has come n MILITANT MAS¬ 
TER CLASS. THoROlTGHLY OR¬ 
GANIZED. ALERT. AND DETER¬ 
MINED T«> HK.«?<»RT T«» EXTREME 
MnASrUES TO CRt’SK THE 
BOli MOVEMENT. 

That’s one thing direct action has 
done. Kirby ow**s the McNamaras 
an Inestinmble debt o? gratitude. 

Direct action, you see. is action di¬ 
rected against the working class. 

It b'*trayB the working class. For 
it disorganizes it. while organizing the 
ma»ter class This stealthy vlol*‘nce 
called sabotage, disgusts (he average 
.\m* rlcan workingman. He cannot be 
converted to sneak work. His whr)le

Many Boclallsts. espec^lally of the 
excitable type, leon to what they call 
“direct action.” 

This sounds decisive, boid. aggres¬ 
sive. They ere of an Impatient tem¬ 
perament. The co-uperative com- 
monw‘eallh s<.‘ems a long way off by 
the roi^ of political ortion. So they 
declare- themselves to be direct ac- 
tionlsta,' They catch the tone of tholr 
leaders-and sneer at political action— 
or damn it tcRh faint praise. 

-xTo^ these emotional ones direct ac- 
tl^' seems to be n militant kind of 
Industrial unionism. It looks braver 
than political action. 

Direct action, however, as Interpret¬ 
ed by BUI Playwnod and hts admirers 
and ImlVators, meo-^s simply—sneak 
work! 

It means “sabotage.” And sabotage 
is a Frencli word, borrowed from the 
French Byndirallsts, meaning to 
throw the wooden shoe into the em¬ 
ployer's machinery, when he Isn’t 
looking, and wreck it.” 

It means to throw aalt secretly in¬ 
to* the boiler of the engine, as BUI 
Tlayw’Ood explained up at Cleveland 
the other day. 

Those bold, bn»ve direct setlonlsts 
do such tricks. !.,ast winter an or¬ 
ganiser for the I. W. W.—at least ho. 
proclaimed himself such—<ame to 
Dayton. ()hlo, got lilmself Into the 
police court, and sllrr#*d up all the 
advertising he could- Among other 
things, he visited I.,ocal Dayton. He 
boasted of a bit of sal>otagc he had 
pulled off at Akron. He snid he had 
killed a cat and secretly, plugged It 


spirit revolts against s.ich cowardly, 
unmanly deeds. 

Direct action appeala to unarchists 
who endeayor to Inlect it into the 
SocIalUl movement. The anarchists 
believe they must flrst destroy the 
Socialist movement, convincing the 
working class that th*re is no hope in 
political action, befoie anarchy can 
flpi. a rljiened har\’est. 

Anarchists accordingly work invlr 
nay Into Spciallst locals, get them- 
felves into Influetitlal oflires within 
the movement, and then slyly dlsru.jt 
It. These aie recognized anarchist 
tactics. 

These are likewise the I. W. W. tac-' 
tics, us applied to the Horlallst party. 
The oAIcIbI organ of the 1 W. W. !s 
"Solidarity.” whii'h on its editorial 
page (rankly declares that the So¬ 
cialist party must be destroyed. It 
sa>s: 

”Tbe I. W. W. anil the SocLallat 
parly luivc iioihlnd in (vmimtin—the 
Utter Is a political party atruo- 

ftirc i« not rcvolatlonar.T. It has the 
workers hjrnpotlsed anti has m»1i 1 out 
or proAtitutctl Ractf. not ftw like uoykf> 
ing class emancipation. I ui only for 
votes —In twdrr to rtnoljUonlzc the 
inatkm or nations—pollUml g*»vern- 
nient muM be aboll^bed—atUertisc 
the structure of the I. W. W.. If you 
can do that, your aurwss In assuretl. 
Vi»u wilt have cevated a demand for 
our |Ui|N'rs. Thera will bo wholmaJe 
I HcceiMlona from the R. P. to the I. \V. 

I W.. anti our rival will l>c on the run 
»lot)klng for a hiding plnt'c.” 

From this It can be clearly seen that 
the 1. W. W. Is simply an anarchist 
organlsutUm, working to dfsrupt and 
[destroy the Socialist p-arty. 
i if the I. W. W. Is not flnsneed by 
'the capitalist class. It ought to he.

InduMtciat unionism is not peculiar 
to the I. W. W. On the rontmr>’ It 
waa being pushed within the Amerirnn 
Federation of Labor long before the 
I, W. W. was heard of. 

Hut the I. W. W. stands alone for 
direct action—or guerilla tactics of 
violence against the employing claaa 
The I. W. W. alone advocates SNEAK 
WORK—the Injuring of the ehiploy- 
er*s machinery on ‘he sly. 

*Such (actica ate not only NOT So¬ 
cialistic—they are exactly opposed to 
Socialist principles. Tb y are anar¬ 
chistic tactics. And the member of 
the Socialist party who. knowing the 
real meaning of the word, declares 
himself a direct nctionUt, such as 
Util Haywootfl. is really nn snarchlat. 

Sabotage was practice*! by U\e Mc¬ 
Namaras and McManIgnt w'hetr they 
Mew up the structural Iron work on 
the sly. vWhen they wrecked the L*'a 
Angeles t'lmes building, that waa di¬ 
rect action. They w^re democrats and 
Roman Catholics. You don’t have to 
be a Socialist in or*ler to he a diret'l 
aciIoniBt. On the contrary, you can¬ 
not be a Socialist AND a real direct 
actloniat. 

And who Is hurt by this direct ac-. 
Hon? 

Who gets ftilied when the rust-eairn 


shovel w'ss being used to shovel back i 
n tow’ering pile of coal that had be- j 
gan to burn inlernally and toppled ! 
over.’ The second bite of the clam¬ 
shell dow n Into the ho*, coal brouaht 
up a gory and dripping human head ! 
—the great ahovel had ''bitten” the 
head off of the dead body of a man 
who had b*;en burled and suffocated 
and partly cooked under the avalance. 
The body had been under the coal two 
days und no one knew he was even 
miasing!

In all theae cases the coroner’s 
Inquests have demanded, that proper 
precautions and safeguards be afford¬ 
ed. ..Va a reault of the coroner’s per¬ 
sistent work *tne large establishment 
mrde Us several foremen a committee 
of safety to look f**r d.ingerous places 
In the idsnl and yar*ls and to make 
recommendations. A good mony em- 
ployers^hnve bern awakened to their 
duly toward their men. and greater 
care is being exercised. Ilut It is only 
the beginning. 

j Even the street railway has had 
I to reckon with the fact that there Is 
i a Socialist tn the corner’s office. The 
! record for this year of deaths has been 
I reduced by a half! With the ellmltia- 
tlun of green men a still better show*- 
ing could be made. In one year the 
city of New Yorli has only had 17 
street car and steam mllway fatalltl*^. 
Compare this with the Inst Milwaukee 
record of S4—remembering that MU- 
w*auKee Is eight Ihnes smaller. We 
did not gel a Socialist coroner any too 
soon!

The functk>n of this imrasllc Is to absorb about 
three-fourths of czeryihlog prtMJucT^ If habit and pre- 
vtoos rdurallon make us have a desire to give to an 
already over-supplied cwpItaUst, three-fourths of (he re¬ 
sults of our labor, then It 1» evident our mcutal rapacity 
needs Axing In the Interest of soelciy. 

But, on tl>e contrary. If we desire to keep the three- 
foarths and give say one-fourth to soelet) for (he use 
of this great Industrial plant, then our mental attitude 
is approaching a sulnilon to the problem. 

The next question is. can we acrompllsh this alone? 

We must have lielp. the 
help of millions of our fellow wealth producers.

Mrs. Whitman was formerly Miss Jennie Crocker. She recently 
■narried Malcom Whitney, a New York millionaire. She is not de- 
' endent upon Mr. Whitman, however, for the comfort of her dogs. 
Ihe missus has SIO.OOO.CKH) in her own name. 

Mrs. Whitman was foresighted enough to be the daughter of an 
indus'trieus citizen whose father had the enterprise to build the Union 
and Southern Pacific railways in connection with Leland Stanford 
and Collis P. Huntington. • 

It is true that .Mr. Crocker did not build the railway himself. He 
hired men to do it for him. If likewise is true that he did not tuii.ish 
the money. Congress did that for him. But in connection with his 
partners he supplied the industry and the enterprise. So it came that 
after congress had granted an empire from the public domain to en¬ 
courage these gentlemen and voted them the use of the nation’s credit 
to finance their enterprise, they built the railway, developed the coun- 
tiy, and became immensely wealthy.
